Valley residents 
say solar heat 
pays for itself

Solar heating is not some distant- 
future prospect for helping to solve the 
energy crisis. 
It is very much a here-and-now reality 
and its use, while limited, has been 
proven economically feasible in at least 
one instance in the Lompoc Valley. 
Furthermore, the City of Lompoc is 
giving serious consideration to the 
feasibility of utilizing solar energy for 
heating the municipal swimming pool as 
well as the building that houses the pool. 
Components for solar systems are be­ 
ing mass produced and are available at 
prices within the reach of most 
homeowners. Increased interest in and 
usage of such materials is sure to bring 
prices down even further in the future, 
one distributor’s spokesman told The 
Record. 
Mr and Mrs. Frank Nicholson of 4040 
St Andrews Court in Vandenberg Village 
installed a solar heating system for their 
swimming pool three years ago at a cost 
of $1.200. 
“ In those three years, we haven’t had 
to use our pool’s gas heater even one 
time,” Nicholson said. Previously, he 
added, he was paying at least $30 per 
month for gas to heat the pool. Now, this 
expense no longer exists, which means 
that in the three years the solar heating 
system has just about paid for itself. 
“ From now on, it ’s all free,” 
Nicholson said, adding that the solar 
panels require no maintenance at all. 
Recommendation for a pool the size of 
the one at the Nicholsons’ home was for 
six collector panels, each 4 by 8 feet. To 
be on the safe side, they installed eight 
panels. 
“ The pool temperature is maintained 
at 81 degrees around the clock,” 
Nicholson said. 
Nicholson, who is retiring from the 
Union Oil Company this year and who 
has his home up for sale, said he and his 
wife will move to property they own near 
Shaver Lake in the Sierras. 
“ There's no swimming pool there, but 
we intend to add one We plan to heat it 
with solar energy, and we’re looking into 
other systems now so that we can heat 
the house the same way,” he added. 


Richard Rea. City of Lompoc General 
Services director, confirmed that the 
city is looking seriously at the prospects 
for heating the municipal pool with solar 
energy 
“ The roof of the building on South C 
Street is inclined in the right direction,“ 
he said, “ and the south side of it may be 
adaptable to the placement of solar 
collector panels.” 


Rea said the city will explore all of the 
factors involved — especially cost — and 
if it appears to be financially feasible, a 
proposal will be submitted to the City 
Council with next year’s budget to in­ 
clude the conversion project in the 1977- 
’78 spending program. 
The building housing the municipal 
pool already has a radiant heat system — 
that is, it is heated by hot water passing 
through pipes. It should be no great 
problem to adapt the existing system to 
the solar-heated water circuit if it is 
decided to proceed with the project, Rea 
said. 
The city’s interest in exploring solar 
energy as an alternative or as a supple­ 
ment to conventional heating systems 
developed from a suggestion by Mayor 
E. C. Stevens at a recent council 
meeting. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson per­ 
formed the research suggested by Mayor 
Stevens and found that a firm in Santa 
Maria is now selling a full line of solar 
collectors. 
The firm has no systems installed in 
Lompoc Valley but does have some 
clients in Santa Maria and in San Fran­ 
cisco. where the sales effort has been 
concentrated. 
At present, the most common use be­ 
ing made of the company’s products is 
for swimming pool heating, but there are 
systems available, with the addition of 
necessary storage tanks, for space 
heating of homes, offices, commercial 
and industrial buildings, as well as for 
domestic hot water. 


One property owner in Los Olivos, the 
company spokesman said, has arranged 
to purchase solar collector panels for 
heating a home he is in the process of 
building. 
A space heating system, if incor­ 
porated in a new structure while it is be­ 
ing built, could be included for about 
$3,000 he said. If added to an existing 
structure, the cost could go up to about 
$5,000 if the work is contracted out. 


At these prices, the spokesman con­ 
ceded. solar heating is not economically 
competitive with conventional methods, 
especially since gas or electric heating 
systems must be installed as backup in 
the event of an extended period of no sun­ 
ny days. 


As costs come down, through in­ 
creased use of solar equipment making 
manufacturing economies possible; as 
costs of conventional energy continue to 
rise and supplies dwindle, the time may 
not be far away that the alternative of 
solar panels will become more and more 
attractive to consumers.

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Skateboard track at 
park 'not feasible'

The proposal to build a skateboard 
track in Beattie Park was rolled into a 
limbo last night at the Lompoc Park and 
Recreation Commission meeting. 


“ It doesn't look too good,” remarked 
Don Grimes, one of the three high school 
students who made the proposal last 
month to the commission. 


Based on the findings and recommen­ 
dation of the Parks and Recreation 
Director Jack Anderson, the commission 
agreed “ to keep an open file” on building 
a skateboard track on some city park or 
land, but not to include a track in the 
first phase of development of Beattie 
Park. 


“ After gathering information, it would 
be our recommendation than plans for a 
skateboard facility on public lands is not 
a feasible operation for a municipality to 
undertake.” Anderson indicated in a 
written report. 


He continued, “ These conclusions are 
based on (a) the cost of additional 
liability insurance that would be neces­ 
sary; 4b» the danger involved in this type 
of activity; (c) cost of staffing; (d) cost 
of engineering and construction of the 
facility 
This type of facility would 
require constant supervision and the con­ 
struction of a building to house special 
safety equipment (knee pads, elbow 
pads, gloves, helmets, etc.) that would 
be rented to participants. I don’t think 
the city is prepared to supply the funds 


for said supervision and construction at 
this time.” 
Siminski said today that with all the 
costs considered — for liability in­ 
surance, safety equipment and constant 
supervision — the project would now be 
“ too expensive to develop,” 
The city’s liability insurance cost, ac­ 
cording to Anderson, would jump $4.000 a 
year to cover the track. 
The commission felt that, because the 
sport of skateboarding is so new and city 
owned and operated skateboard tracks 
are mostly unheard of, it should wait un­ 
til it is “ proven in other cities.” 
The commission waited for the right 
time before installing a motorcycle 
track when motorcycling was a new 
sport like skateboarding is now, said 
Siminski. 
“ We want to let other cities pave the 
way and in a couple of years when it gets 
less expensive, then we can put in a 
track.” he said. 
Fourteen-year-old Grimes and two 
friends made their proposal late last 
year with a petition of 500 names. He 
said last night that they will continue to 
collect names on a second petition and to 
keep working on getting a track in Lom­ 
poc. 


Anderson said the only way a track 
could be constructed in Lompoc would be 
under private enterprise. 


“ If any individual or group would be 
willing to build such a facility here, the 
department would support the leasing of 
a public land for that use,” he said.

Joint Chiefs brief 
Carter on defenses 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter and his national 
security team today met with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to discuss U.S. defense 
capabilities and strategic arms negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union. 
Carter and the beribboned service 
chiefs were joined at an oval table at 
Blair House by Vice President-elect 
Walter Mondale, Cabinet appointees and 
other senior national security aides for 
the four-hour session. 
Aides to the president-elect said the 
meeting was being divided into two 
parts. 


— U S military capabilities and arms 
deployment 


— Military information which bears on 
negotiations with the Soviet Union for a 
limitation on strategic nuclear arms. 
Carter has promised to give top priority 
to such negotiations and has said he 
favors a “ freeze” on development of 
further nuclear weapons systems by both 


sides. 
Efforts to reach a SALT II agreement 
have been stalled for more than a year 
because of disagreement over a new 
Russian bomber and the cruise missile 
technology being developed by the 
United States. 
A CIA study warned Congress earlier 
this week that “ Soviet m.litary activities 
overall are growing and currently are 
significatnly larger than those of the 
United States.” 


Pentagon sources said the military 
chiefs, armed with thick briefing books 
and charts, were prepared to go into 
detail on every aspect of defense opera­ 
tions as well as a “ threat briefing” on 
Soviet capabilities and comparative 
strengths with the United States. 


Air Force Gen. George S. Brown, 
chairman of the joint chiefs, carried two 
thick, red looseleaf binders under his 
arm as he entered Blair House. 
Other members of the joint chiefs are 


Navy Adm. James Holloway III. Marine 
Gen. Lewis Wilson, Air Force Gen. 
David C. Jones and Army Gen. Bernard 
Rogers. 
In addition to Carter and Mondale, the 
session was attended by Defense 
Secretary-nominee Harold Brown. Secre­ 
tary of State-nominee Cyrus Vance, 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, picked by Carter to 
be his national security affairs adviser, 
and Theodore Sorensen, named to head 
the CIA in the new administration 
Today's meeting with military of­ 
ficials was the second for Carter. Last 
month, he received a Pentagon briefing 
on the military command system and 
crisis procedures. 
In a breakfast session earlier, Carter 
met with Hamilton Jordon, outgoing 
Democraic National Chiarman Robert 
Strauss, former Maine Gov. Ken Curtis 
and Phil Wise. The latter two are ex­ 
pected to become the chairman and ex­ 
ecutive secretary, respectively, of the 
Democratic National Committee

It is a foregone conclusion that the

agreement with their votes. 
The agreement marks the end of 
negotiations that began prior to July 1 of 
last year under the state’s new collective 
bargaining law for school employes.

By DICK PR A U L 
Obstetrical service costs to 
the county are seen likely to 
rise to near the quarter-miilion 
figure under latest agreements 
with county physicians, the 
Board of Supervisors was in­ 
formed Wednesday 
With three new county super­ 
visors taking office this year on 
the tive-m an board. Ad­ 
ministrative officer Raymond 
D Johnson felt a work session 
on the 1977-78 county budget 
was in order 
The 
session 
conducted 
Wednesday in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building heard 
various department heads, in­ 
cluding Dr 
Lawrence Hart. 
County Health Care Services 
director, sketch out the outlook. 
Dr 
Hart said obstetrical 
costs are up — particularly in 
the north county — where it is 
estimated expenditures will be 
about $130,000 for a nine-month 
period ending June 30 — as 
com p ared w ith possibly 
$100 000 or more in the south 
coast for a 12-month period 
Many general practioners 
have been forced out of the field 
due to rising malpractice in­ 
surance costs, and some physi­ 
cians also have been reluctant 
to accept the Medi-Cal schedule 
of fees The county is charged 
$450 per case, with the Medi-Cal 
payment well below that figure 
County officials explain that 
obstetrical costs are up in the 
north county despite its popula­ 
tion being lower than the south 
coast, because transient 
workers are requiring county 
services tor one thing 
The south coast has a much 
higher percentage of senior 
citizens and fewer transients 
are needed in agricultural 
operations as in the northern 
areas 
Dr Hart said costs might be

by 
renegotiating agreements with 
the medical specialists ‘‘to a 
more realistic level'’ of pay­ 
ment. or the county might be 
able to 
develop our own 
program, ' More state aid 
would also help, he said 
In addition.

$3.5 million figure of county aid 
that has shored up the county 
hospital this year by cutting out

30 farm 
preserves 
endorsed 


Thirty applications for new 
agricultural preserves were 
recommended for approval 
Wednesday by the County Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
The massing of applications 
came as time grows short for 
new preserves to be approved 
at the Board of Supervisor level 
and to be recorded prior to the 
March 1 lien date for tax advan­ 
tages next year. 
A total of 5,919 acres — in­ 
cluding 723 acres of prime farm 
land — was involved in the ap­ 
plications, a number of them 
being small areas in Car­ 
pintería Valley sought for an­ 
nexation to existing preserves. 
A number of the preserves 
are adjacent to the city of Car­ 
pintería. and approval of them 
will more or less guarantee 
creation of a long-standing 
green belt in the valley between 
urban developments. 
Seventeen of the 20 applica­ 
tions from Carpintería Valley 
landowners involved land 
within a mile of the limits of the 
city of Carpintería. 
In other actions, the commis­ 
sion:

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'We've come a long way,' 
Ford says in 'State' talk 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Gerald Ford, return­ 
ing to his political home to give a final ac­ 
counting of his brief but historic presidency, said 
he leaves office proud and the nation “ more 
perfect" than he found it. 
“ While we still have a long way to go, I am 
proud of the long way we have come together,” 
the President said Wednesday night in his third 
and final State of the Union address since 
becoming the first man to occupy the presidency 
without election. 
He spoke to a joint session of Congress and on 
nationwide television and radio in the House 
chamber where he served most of his adult life 
as a congressman from M ichigan and 
Republican leader. 
As is custom, the Cabinet, the Supreme Court 
and the diplomatic corps joined the lawmakers 
for the annual report on the national state of 
health 
The House he worked with for nearly 25 years 
and the Senate he presided over for less than a 
year as the nation s first appointed vice presi­ 
dent gave him a rousing welcome, nearly three 
minutes of standing applause punctuated by 
cheers 
Ford's voice broke twice as he said goodbye 
and ended his speech with a prayer for God to 
“ guide this wonderful country, its people and 
those they have chosen to lead them.” 
The 
president-in-waiting, Jimmy Carter, 
watched the speech on television a mile away at 
Blair House across the street from the White 
House 
Ford made his final moment in the spotlight a 
proud declaration of accomplishment, and 
although he began by saying he would leave 


priority setting to Carter, he urged Congress to 
approve at least three major proposals he was 
leaving behind. 
He specifically appealed for action on his re­ 
cent tax proposals, his long-stalled energy 
program and his call for construction of new 
submarines, bombers and missiles. 
Ford paid tribute to Congress, but also 
managed to leave some barbs in the legislative 
hide. He lectured members against interfering 
with presidential foreign policy powers and 
made clear he blamed the lawmakers for foot- 
dragging on energy programs and government 
cost-cutting. 
In his speech, he gave first priority to “ the 
part I have had in rebuilding confidence in the 
presidency, confidence in our free system and 
confidence in the future.” He stressed progress 
in the international situation, noting as he did 
repeatedly in his campaign that American 
soldiers are fighting nowhere and urged 
Republicans to give Carter “ loyal support” in 
foreign policy. 
He also claimed gains at home in cutting infla­ 
tion. slowing the rise of crime and creating jobs 
But he said continued high unemployment “ is 
my greatest regret as I leave office,” and he 
was “ disappointed” by the lack of action toward 
energy independence. 
He came down hardest on defense spending, 
warning that the Soviet Union was steadily 
building its military strength 


“ The United States would risk the most 
serious political consequences if the world came 
to believe that our adversaries have a decisive 
margin of superiority," he said.

“ C a lifo rn ia should go 
forward with them (projects) 
in an effort to provide ad­ 
ditional jobs in the construction 
industry. Ms. Gianturco said 
Ms 
Gianturco last week 
agreed to speed up three other 
highway projects previously 
rejected by her department. 


She said the 28 projects were 
submitted to the federal gov­ 
ernment last fall along with 
several others in hopes of 
federal financing under the 1976 
Public Works Act. Of the $20 
million in highway projects sub­ 
mitted. she said, her De­ 
partment of Transportation 
received only $640.000 for two 
repaving projects. 


She said funding of these 
projects is possible because of 
the failure of other planned 


projects to receive environmen­ 
tal clearance as expected. 
“ These projects are ready, 
environmentally cleared, and 
can now be financed with the 
funds set aside for those 
projects not receiving environ­ 
mental clearance,” Ms Gian­ 
turco said in a news release 


The biggest project was a $2 2 
million reconstruction of 9.7 
miles of Highway near Canby in 
Modoc County.

Regulation of potential cancer-causing 
substances in food supply criticized

W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I) - 
Some potential cancer causing 
substances that could show up 
in the nation's food supply are 
not being regulated at all while 
others are regulated unevenly, 
congressional investigators 
said today 
The reason, according to an 
expert from the General Ac­ 
counting Office, is that there 
are no scientific principles to 
help federal agencies apply 
animal test results to humans 
Gregory J Ahart. director of 
the GAO's Human Resources 
Division, said. “ All agencies 


responsible for protecting the 
public from carcinogens (can­ 
cer causing substances) should 
cooperate to develop a uniform 
policy for identifying and 
regulating 
. chemicals and the 
products in which they ap­ 
p ear" 
“ Some carcinogens are not 
regulated at all while others are 
regulated differently by the 
various regulatory agencies,” 
he added 
Ahart s comments came in 
testimony submitted for the 
opening of two days of hearings 
by Sen Gavlord Nelson’s Small 
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Business Committee into 
safety of food additives 
Neison said there is mounting 
concern on the part of con­ 
sumers about what goes into 
the food supply. 
"The public for too long has 
been a vast guinea pig for poor­ 
ly tested or untested food ad­ 
ditives." he said 
“ Scientists 
are concerned that long-term, 
low doses of chemicals may 
cause not only cancer but birth 
defects or genetic damage ” 
Ahart. whose agency moni­ 
tors on behalf of Congress the 
wav the government is wor­ 
king, said the Food and Drug 
Administration should be re­ 
quired to make cancer tests on 
all approved and proposed food 
additives 
He also questioned the 
margin of safety the FDA 
employed in allowing continued 
use of the artificial sweetener 
saccharin 
The agency last 
week proposed a crackdown on 
the amount of an impurity in 
the sweetener, but said it would 
remain on the market pending 
the outcome of Canadian safety 
studies 
Dr 
Sidney Wolfe, head of 
Ralph Nader's Health Research 
Group, said in his prepared 
testimony that the government 
should not allow the food in­ 
dustry to control safety testing 
for food additives. 
The industry should foot the 
bill, he said, but there should be 
“ reliable and closely moni­ 
tored testing by third parties 
such as academic centers.” 
"Most of these chemicals 
would better be called food 
cosmetics,” Wolfe added. “ The 
only ingredients most (of them» 
add to a food are the in­ 
gredients of risk and cost.”

Cooking talents

Suggestions to help re eve “ afte r the holiday” 
culinary doldrum s are the recipes offered by Mrs. 
H B Taylor today The first, braised lam b shanks, is 
that of the head chef at the M onterey Peninsula 
Country Club to which Dr. and Mrs. Taylor belonged 
before moving to Lompoc 


Braised Lam b Shanks 
4 lam b shanks 
1 onion 
1 clove garlic (or powder) 
1 bay leaf 
1 pinch thym e 
1 6 oz can tom ato paste 
salt, pepper 


Chop onion and garlic and place in greased baking 
dish or sheet pan Top with lam b, salted and peppered, 
bay leaf and thym e Bring to boil on top of stove then 
rem ove to oven Bake for 2-3 hours or until tender 


Lam b Souffle 
2 cups cooked chopped lam b 
2 cups hot milk 
4 tbsp butter or m argarine 
4 tbsp flour 
1 crushed clove garlic 
1 sm all onion, chopped 
pinch salt, dash pepper 
2 tsp. W orcestershire sauce 
3 eggs, separated 


In double boiler m elt butter, add flour; mix well. 
Add hot milk, stirring constantly until thickened. Add 
W orcestershire sauce, salt, pepper, Pour slowly on 
beaten egg yolks, stirring constantly. Add lam b, onion, 
garlic and cook until thickened (8-10 m inutes) in dou­ 
ble boiler Cool partially (m ay set in pan of w ater,) 
Beat egg whites until thick and glossy but not dry. 
Add about 11 of whites to cooled m eat m ixture and fold 
in lightly Then cut and fold rem ainder of white into 
m ixture 
Turn into buttered souffle dish (straight 
sided p a n ) and bake 20-25 m inutes at 350 degrees. 
Serves 4-5 persons Should be served as soon as done 


Sour Cream Goulash 
‘a lb m ushroom s 
1 4 tbsp butter 
2 lbs stewing beef, cut bite sized 
2 Ige. onions, sliced 
1 tbsp curry powder 
1 cup consom m e 
1 cup dry red wine 
1 4 tbsp flour 


l 1* tbsp prepared horseradish 
2 cups sour cream 
salt 


Saute m ushroom s in butter; add beef, onions, curry, 
consom m e and red wine. Bring to boil; cover, then 
bake at 350 degrees for I Mi hours. 
Mix flour and w ater to paste. S tir into m ixture with 
horseradish and sour cream . Serve over hot cooked 
rice 


Chicken and Artichokes 
From a form er golfing pal. Virginia Adams, at Hid­ 
den Valley Country Club, Mrs. Taylor requested this 
recipe for her files. 
Chicken breasts and thighs 
m ushroom s, fresh or canned 
artichoke hearts, 1 pkg frozen 
Sim m er in w hite wine, then bake at 350 degrees until 
tender Parsley m ay be added Amount of chicken and 
m ushroom s depends on num ber of persons to be 
served and individual appetites. 


Baked Asparagus and Eggs 
1 bunch (or 1 can) cut green asparagus 
4 hard cooked eggs 
2 cups m edium white sauce 
4 cup buttered bread crum bs 
11 cup grated cheese 
1 cup soft bread crum bs 


Mix soft bread crum bs, sliced eggs and white sauce. 
Put alternate layers of this m ixture and asparagus, in 
buttered 1*2 qt. casserole. Cover top with the grated 
cheese and buttered crum bs. Sprinkle paprika over all. 
Bake in 350 degree oven about 25 m inutes

In his disclosure letter of 
Detv 8 Flowers said he con­ 
templated dividing the land into 
four parcels with a single 
residence to be built on one of 
the parcels. 
The Flowers property adjoins 
the 10-acre parcel owned by 
Dean Gilchrist who has been 
unsuccessful thus far in his ef­ 
forts to divide the acreage. 
As a result of Flowers’ dis­ 
closure to the district board, 
directors asked its law firm of 
Wilson. Jones, Morton and 
Lynch to review the question of 
a possible conflict of interest by 
Flowers 
Citing the provisions of the 
Political Reform Act of 1974. 
Ms 
White said the code 
requires disqualification for the 
making or participation in the 
making of certain decisions by 
employes in a local code when 
such employes have certain 
financial interests.

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Cards' little big man 
Dunking just part of 
Bratz' bag of tricks

When the dunk shot was taken out of mothballs and re­ 
legalized for the 1976-77 college basketball season, most 
fans conjured up mental pictures of hulking 6-10 centers sl­ 
amming and jamming. 
But there are also som e little guys around who enjoy a 
good dunk now and then. Guys like Stanford’s Mike Bratz. 
Although he’s only 6-2. Bratz dunks with ease. Being 
primarily an outside shooter, he doesn't use the dunk shot 
much, but it’s there, just another one of his versatile skills 
that are making him one of the top guards on the West Coast 
this season 


Stanford coach Dick DiBiaso says: “Mike Bratz is em erg-‘ 
ing as one of the premier guards on the West Coast and quite 
possibly the best guard in the Pacific-8.” 
Coach George Raveling of Washington State says: “ Bratz 
is probably the best guard in the conference.” 
Washington coach Marv Harshman agreed. 


The Stanford Indians rely on Mike for his long-range 
shooting, plavmaking and defense. After losing their first 
two Pacific Eight Conference games, the Cardinals will be 
looking to Mike to pull them back into the race. 
Tonight Bratz and his Cards will be on live television 
(Channel 13. 8 p.m. > when they take on USC Saturday Stan­ 
ford plays UCLA, and that game will be televised on tape 
delay (check local listings). 
Bratz. a 6-2. 186-pound senior who was a big man on cham­ 
pionship team s at Lompoc High (Northern League) and Han­ 
cock College (State), has inherited the leadership role at 
Stanford. 
Mike is captain and the only senior on a very young team 
The other starters include a junior, a sophomore and two 
freshmen Mike’s co-captain. 6-7 George Schader. tore up his 
knee two days before Stanford’s first game 
That was a very big blow The stunned Cards lost their 
opener to Cal Poly (SLO) by 18 points 
“It was tough at first.” said Bratz in a recent telephone in­ 
terview from Palo Alto “ After the injury to Schader. we 
changed our whole style of play. We re running more now 
The success of our team is kind of unexpected, especially 


after George got hurt.” 
Stanford bounced back from that loss to Poly to finish the 
pre-league schedule with a 7-3 record, best at Stanford in 
years. They lost only on the road, to top-rated USF (by 14) 
and highly-rated Arizona (by 8). 
Last weekend’s losses to Washington and Washington St., 
however, have put the pressure on Stanford, and Bratz. 
“When I was a sophomore, we had four or five senior 
starters and I really looked up to them. Now 1 know I have to 
do it. I'm not a real rah-rah type guy, but I like it." 
Bratz has improved his scoring average from a respec­ 
table 12.1 last year to just under 19 per game this season He 
has had games of 30, 29 and 28. In the Pac-8 openers last 
weekend he scored 19 and 21, putting him third in the con­ 
ference (behind Marques Johnson of UCLA and Greg Ballard 
of Oregon). Mike also leads his team in assists. 
“I really didn’t expect to be scoring this much. I’ve been 
taking a few more shots, they’ve been looking for me to shoot 
the ball more. I got hot early in the season and just kept 
shooting Wolfie Perry and Jay Carter (backcourt mates) 
have been a big help, they’ve helped open things up. (Carter 
is now out with a sprained ankle). 
“ My shot's a lot better this year. I worked on weights over 
the summer and played a lot of ball ; worked on my offensive 
game a lot.” 
It wouldn’t be unheard of for a guy with Bratz’ credentials 
to get a shot at the fame and fortune of pro ball, but Mike 
says. T il just have to wait and see.” 
“ I haven’t been contacted (by any pro team s). But if I 
keep playing like I have...It’s pretty important that the team 
does well " 
Mike is majoring in economics. Despite his heavy commit­ 
ment to basketball, he carries a 3.0 (straight B) grade-point 
average, and is ahead of schedule in completing his require­ 
ments for graduation this year. 
Lompoc High fans remember Mike’s brother Jeff, who 
played shortstop on the CIF runner-up team in ’71. Jeff is at 
Northern Arizona University. He redshirted last year and 
will be a senior shortstop for the ’77 baseball season 
Mike and Jeff are the sons of Mr and Mrs. Harlan Bratz of 
413 North 2nd St. in Lompoc.

Major changes seen

national supervisory body for competi­

The recommendation to allow pay­ 
ments to U S athletes without costing 
them their eligibility was contained in a 
section on amateurism The report, un­ 
veiled 
news conferences in New York 
and Lot* Angeles, declared: “The com ­ 
mission believes that an amateur athlete 
should be able to accept all sports- 
related revenues except those offered for 
competition itself ” 
The 22-member commission, which in­ 
cluded such former Olympic stars as 
Micki King Hogue, Donna de Varona.

Big vs. small 
split could 
ruin 
NCAA 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla (UPI) - Even 
Walter Byers, its longtime executive 
director, expresses concern that the 
economy-minded NCAA appears to be on 
a suicide course 


The organization defended its cost- 
cutting measures with missionary zeal 
at its 71st annual convention, concluded 
Wednesday, and Byers fears the growing 
split between the major college football 
powers and the smaller schools could be 
the NCAA's downfall. 


The problem is that the 80 or so schools 
that want to finance big-time college 
football resent the financial restrictions 
imposed by schools not having a similar 
interest. 


“ I don't minimize the problem,” said 
Byers “ But w e’ve had critical problems 
before At one time, it appeared that the 
situation could be resolved on the con­ 
vention floor. But I believe we re past 
that period now 


“ I believe those favoring reorganiza­ 
tion will now take a more aggressive 
stand “ 


Ironically, the man who will have to 
face that problem the next two years is 
University of Texas educator J 
Neils 
Thompson, who was named Wednesday 
as the new president of the NCAA 


Thompson had been chairman of the 
NCAA S teering C om m ittee, which 
sought to restructure the NCAA so that 
the major football powers would have in­ 
creased control over their own destiny. 


But that plan, which would have forced 
more than 100 smaller schools out of the 
NCAA’s top division, went the route of 
most other legislation at this year’s 
three-day convention —- to defeat.

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France frees Munich terror architect

NEW YORK (UPI) — La belle France should hide her 
eyes in shame. Not only are her skirts dirty, her hands are, 
too. 
What the French government has done by arbitrarily 
releasing Palestinian terrorist Abu Daoud demonstrates to 
the rest of the world not only how spineless and mindless 
that government is, but also how conveniently it forgot this 
is the human monster who premeditated, planned and im­ 
plemented the infamous massacre of 11 Israeli athletes at 
the 1972 Olympic Games in Munich. 
One of the reasons given for Daoud’s release was that the 
French police had no concrete proof of his guilt. 
Good Lord, they must’ve been looking down the wrong 
sewer! 
Daoud was so proud of his Munich murders, he went on 
television several years ago and boasted about them. 
The French didn’t fool anybody with their shameful 
charade. Everybody was fully aware of the way France was 
doing a knee-jerk for the Arab countries, obsequiously 
kowtowing to them, hoping to be paid back in oil. 
Under their own law, they could’ve held him for two weeks 
on extradition requests by Israel and West Germany. 
The French court, however, said the Israeli request did not 
apply and ruled that the West German request was incom­ 
plete and was not filed in time. 
(In Bonn, the West German Foreign Ministry said that 
while extradition treaties formally require action within two 


days in such cases, accepted international practice norm ally 
allows m ore flexibility.) 
So, the French quickly hustled Daoud onto a plane to 
Algeria. They w ere so considerate, they even bought him a 
first-class ticket. 
One of the m yths perpetuated down through the years is 
that sports and politics don’t mix. Like hell they don’t. Sports 
and politics go together as naturally as lettuce and tom atoes, 
only they never seem to com e out as well. 
The action by the French in turning Daoud loose so he'll be 
free to plot how to kill m ore people w as so unspeakably out-

rageous that it drew condem nation even from the French 
press. Le Figaro called the entire proceeding “ a puppet 
show ." Another new spaper, France-Soir. said the Arabs will 
show "n eith er resp ect nor consideration’’ for w hat the 
French did for them . 
From my own personal experience w ith the Arabs. I have 
to buy that. At the sam e tim e, I have to wonder a t how 
narrow minded the F rench could’ve been in letting Daoud 
go. It's one thing for them to have buried their heads in the 
sand over the atro city at Munich five years ago. A fter all, 
those w eren’t F renchm en who lost their lives, but didn’t they 
pay any attention to the m arkings on the plane A rab 
terro rists hijacked to Entebbe only seven m onths ago? That 


w as an Air F rance plane. 
No m a tte r how long I’m on this earth, I don’t think I’ll ever 
forget that black Septem ber day in Munich, Sept. 5, 1972. 
Daoud had planned well. It was about four o ’clock in the 
m orning when Arab terro rists clim bed over a fence into the 
Olympic Village, and a short tim e later, arm ed with subm a­ 
chine guns, they broke into the Israeli compound and killed 
two of the Israeli coaches. 
For the next 22 hours, they held nearly two dozen Israeli 
athletes hostage. One of the terro rists in the Israeli com ­ 
pound paraded a hostage in front of him at gunpoint for the 
West G erm an officials to see The hostage’s hands w ere tied 
behind his back and his eyes w ere blindfolded The terro rist 
kept prodding the hostage with his subm achine gun, con­ 
tinually poking it in his back. 
I didn’t read this; I saw it with my own eyes, from the 
balcony of a nearby compound in which the P uerto R ican 
Olympic athletes w ere quartered. I rem em ber the endless 
negotiations that w ent on that day and how it all ended in a 
shootout with nine m ore Israelis dying a t a m ilitary airport 
15 m iles away. 
Back in 1894, Baron P ierre de Coubertin, called the 
"F ounder of the M odem Olympic G am es,’’ felt the gam es 
would be instrum ental in “ creating international respect" 
and thus "help construct a better and m ore peaceful world " 
Baron P ierre de Coubertin was a Frenchm an. He has been 
gone 40 years now, but I doubt h e’d feel proud over his 
country's release of an avowed terro rist who openly boasted 
of m asterm inding such a horror as the Munich m assacre.

Rainier sues over Caroline's honor 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (UPI) - 
How much is a princess’ honor 
worth? About $4 million if the 
princess involved is Caroline of 
Monaco, according to lawsuits 
filed by her father, Prince 
Rainier. 
Rainier filed civil and crimi­ 
nal suits charging personal in­ 
jury and defamation against 
millionaire playboy Francisco 
"Chiquinho" Scarpa for com­ 
promising Caroline’s honor by 
implying in a television inter­ 
view that she was not a virgin. 
Law yer Antonio Claudio 
Mariz de Oliveira, who is handl­ 
ing the criminal case against 


Scarpa, said the defamation in­ 
jures "the objective honor” of 
the 19-year-old princess. 
"The princess occupies an ex­ 
tremely high social, economic 
and political position” De 
Oliveira said, "and the offense 
is of a very grave nature 
because it darkens what a 
woman holds as most noble and 
valuable, her own honor. 
"Her suffering can become 
intense and unsupportable, 
creating present and future 
problems, not only of family 
nature but political and social 
as well." 
Scarpa, the son of a wealthy 


industrialist, has been called 
"the locomotive of Sao Paulo 
society" by Brazilian society 
columnists. 
In a television interview last 
October with social columnist 
Ibrahim Sued — for which Sued 
was banned from television for 
60 days for offending public 
morality — Scarpa said Prin­ 
cess Caroline was among those 
women with whom he had had 
amorous relations. 


"But she is a virgin," Sued 
said. 


A conviction on the criminal 
charge could cost Scarpa three 
to 18 months in prison or $4 
million. 


• Scarpa made headlines last 
year when his girlfriend, 30- 
year-old model Ute Dussel, 
committed suicide.

Established by Congress in 
1970 as the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act, OSHA 
has exercised its powers with 
a seeming vengeance, draw­ 
ing the wrath of business and 
industry leaders across the na­ 
tion. The most common com­ 
plaint from that group is that 
OSHA inspectors are arbitrary 
and that the enforcement of 
OSHA guidelines usurps con­ 
stitutional rights almost carte 
blanche. Several court cases 
have resulted since 1970, with 
one in Texas being resolved in 
a similar fashion to Idaho’s. 
The final step, of course, is for 
the Labor Department’s ap­ 
peal to go before the U.S. 
Supreme Court for final dis­ 
position. 


OSHA, we have alw ays 
maintained, is a worthwhile 
concept in its pure state. 


the area of inspection. And 
while we understand the argu­ 
ment relative to constitutional 
rights as they relate to privacy 
and search, announced inspec­ 
tions of a workplace could well 
allow this or that industry to 
correct a potential safety 
problem for the benefit of the 
OSHA inspector, and then 
allow the previous unsafe con­ 
dition to r e a s s e r t itself. 
Conversely, if the OSHA in­ 
spector is doing his job, he 
would spot the superficial cor­ 
rection and cite the violation 
anyway. 
After all is said and done, we 
think that without just cause 
the unannounced inspection of 
a business by a government 
agency usurps constitutional 
guarantees and further, that 
prior to the issuance of a 
warrant, just cause should be 
shown just as with any other 
violation which might require 
the searching of a private 
premises.

Napoleon, even Hitler And then there 
was Dr Murv E Walker — a century ago

It seem s Dr Mary 
always wore male at­ 
tire She once donned 
tuxedo and lop hat to 
astonish Chester A 
Arthur at a

H ou se 
r e c e p t io n . 
Besides this she was 
unsym pathetic 
with 
the bewilderment she 
w r o u g h t. 
W hen a 
Chinese minister in­ 
quired why she wore 
pants, she retaliated 
immediately by asking 
him w hy he w ore 
skirts 
Who was Dr. Mary Walker? A great 
lady in advance of her tim e, some say. 
Others feel she was an aberration and 
fool In any event, as the nation pauses to 
change its governmental gears, it is as 
good a time as any to remember one of 
the mostly forgotten faces that helped 
shape the outrageously diverse republic 
of this inaugural season 


Marv Walker was a sm all, slender ad 
ob sc 
phvsician from rural New York, 
roi .c to Washington to do her patriotic 
part in the Civil War It was still a cen­ 
tury before women's liberation, and the 
military authorities tried to direct the 
woman into the nursing corps 
She'd 
have none of it. demanding instead a sur­ 
geon s job. and not in Washington but out 
where the war n< tion was 


There was much consternation and 
gnashing of teeth in the War Depart­ 
ment, not to say the medical profession, 
but Dr. Mary was sent to Tennessee, 
with the rank of lieutenant, to become 
the first assistant surgeon to serve in the 
Army in time of combat. She wore the 
male uniform, of course, right down to 
the underwear 
There is some question as to whether 
the doctor's service was as positive as it 
was controversial Be that as it may. she 
was active enough to be captured as a 
prisoner ot war then important enough 


to be released in exchange for a rebel 
major Eventually she became the first 
woman to be awarded the Medal of 
Honor 


WASHINGTON - Deep in the Pen­ 
tagon an unknown communications czar 
directs an empire of more than a thou­ 
sand radio and television stations around 
the world 


He is John C. Broger. a dapper, deter­ 
mined man with a walrus mustache and 
an evangelical zeal. 
He controls the flow of 
news to our far-flung 
soldiers and sailors 
th rou gh 
th e 
n e w ­ 
sp apers, m agazin es 
and radio-tv stations 
of the armed forces. 
The private world of 
John C Broger is pop­ 
ulated with good guys 
and bad guys. The 
good guvs are conser- 
v a t i v e s . 
a n t i ­ 
c o m m u n i s t s 
and 
Christian fundam en­ 
talists who believe in 
th e 
G o d - g i v e n . 
Ame r i c a n right to 
make a buck The bad 
guys are liberals, hippies and Com­ 
munists. although som etim es he has 
trouble distinguishing one from the 
other 


For a time. Broger was active in the 
Far East Broadcasting Company, which 
beamed 
right-wing, anti-Com m unist 
propaganda to alien lands in the guise of 
evangelical Christianity. He was brought 
under pressure in 1960 to disassociate 
himself officially from the organization 
he had helped to found Yet last year, his 
name mysteriously appeared in official 
license applications submitted by the 
company 


As late as 1974, the born-again Broger 
used his Pentagon position to arrange a

s e m i n a r 
in 
“ C h r i s t i a n 
Counseling 
at the Ft. Belvoir army 
chapel 
The featured revivalist at the 
seminar was theologian Dr. Jay E 
Adams 


Broger dispatched one of his military 
technicians to record the entire two-day 
event and then delivered the tapes to the 
National Association of Evangelicals. 
The enterprising reverends reproduced, 
packaged and marketed the tapes com ­ 
mercially for $34 95 per set. 


was occupied last year by Wiliam 
Greener., who was besieged with com ­ 
plaints about Broger. 
It seem s that Broger som etim es 
became so absorbed in evangelical ac­ 
tivities that he neglected the administra­ 
tion of his empire He concerned himself 
principally with the content of the broad­ 
ca sts and a rtic les that w ere d is­ 
seminated by his worldwide communica­ 
tions network Indeed, his subordinates 
charged that he used the network to 
promote his fundamentalist views. 
Greener told us he was amazed by the 
plethora of allegations against Broger. 
including charges of mismanagement, 
malfeasance, corruption and conflict of 
interest Greener responded by ordering 
an immediate financial audit of Broger’s 
operations 
As the charges multiplied. Greener 
called in the Defense Dept s general 
counsel and the Air Force’s special in­ 
vestigators. A summary of their findings 
was forwarded to the Justice Dept., 
which found no evidence of criminal 
culpability We have learned, however, 
that some of the most damaging facts 
were strangely omitted from the report 
We have obtained a copy, meanwhile, 
of the Defense Dept.’s confidential in­ 
v e s t i g a t i v e rep ort

highlights 
— Within AFRTS. investigators found 
widespread mismanagement The report 
alleged that “ AFRTS-Washington had 
not established a formal property ac­ 
count. and property records w ere 
fragmented and incom plete.”

m ovem ent considered her 
something of a freak, and leaders spread 
wide the word that Dr. Mary was wholly 
self-serving 
It is probably true that the doctor was 
self-serving Indeed her promotional ef­ 
forts crushed any design she may have 
had on respectability When she lost a 
small clerical job with the government 
pension office (allegedly for insubor­ 
dination) she took to touring dime 
museums as a sideshow attraction Even 
near the end of her life, still craving at­ 
tention. she cabled Kaiser 
Wilhelm to 
offer her New York farm as a site for 
World War I peace talks 
For all of it. according to her 
biographer. Charles McCool Snyder, and 
her grandniece. Helen Wilson. Dr Mary 
was a woman to applaud Her philosophy 
of sexual equality is widespread today, 
her ideas on dress are in every fashion 
store Had she been bom a century later 
she would in large part be in main line 
womanhood 
But she was born in 1832 And when she 
died, 
in 
1919. 
she w as penniless, 
ostracized and once more obscure Also 
she died without her Medal of Honor; 
two years previous a military review 
board had revoked it along with those of 
some 911 other Civil War recipients 
There is now a small move in Congress 
to restore Dr Mary's medal. Also, some 
feel history should favor her with 
greater dignity So what if she was a bit 
balmy ’ As we await our first president 
of our third century, it's recalled that the 
founders were that wav too 


loca ted at the h om es of AFRTS 
employes.

With the television season at the half­ 
way point, with a few re-runs creeping in 
already, it seem s appropriate to share 
with you som e information that has cros­ 
sed my desk on how to select your view­ 
ing for the remainder of the season if you 
would save wear and tear on your fur­ 
niture. 
An expert on the 
subject maintains that 
di ff er ent 
kinds of 
television shows wear 
out chairs in different 
w a y s . 
a n d 
t h e 
westerns do the most 
damage of all of them 
Perhaps it is just as 
well that the shoot- 
em-ups have been sup- 
p l a n t e d 
on 
t h e 
networks for the most 
part and relegated to 
re-run status on in­ 
dependent channels. 
The real western ad­ 
dict. says the expert, 
sits on the front edge 
of his chair and bounces up and down as 
if he were on horseback A few years 
ago. when virtually everything on the air 
was a cowboy show, fans kept wearing 
out the front of the chair while leaving 
the rest intact. 
Viewers of situation com edies take 
things easier, he adds. They tend to relax 
more and use the entire chair Only when 
the show is exceptionally funny will they 
bounce around a little, too, but not 
violently like a western fan, and not 
necessarily in the same place. 
The expert observes that there are 
other categories of television shows that 
call for their own sitting positions with a 
resultant special wear and tear on the 
chair. Here are his findings: 
PRIVATE EYE EPICS - The viewer 
sits bolt upright but squirms when the 
hero gets into a tight squeeze This isn’t 
as bad as bouncing, horseback-style, but 
it is hard on the chair seat in front. 
HEAVY DRAMA - The arms of the 
chair take a beating as the viewer grips 
them during tense scenes. With up­ 
holstered arm s on the chair, the one-spot 
wear becomes noticeable 
VARIETY SHOWS. GAMES. ETC. - 
The viewer tends to dig in at one spot. 
He’s relaxed, so the wear isn’t so bad ex­ 
cept over a period of time, but eventually 
there is a definite depression in the chair 
seat and on the head rest 
DOCUMENTARIES ~ 
The viewer 
tends to sit upright and pay attention, 
placing more strain on the chair seat 
than on the back 
(None of these findings takes into ac­ 


count what popcorn, potato chips, corn 
chips and the like to do upholstery ) 
The expert makes one final point. 
If the chair seat and head rest show 
signs of heavy use, always in the sam e 
spot, without an assist from the passage 
of time, it could be a tipoff as to televi­ 
sion caliber rather than category. 
It could mean, he says, that the viewer 
is there in his favorite chair night after 
night — sound asleep 
I wish the expert hadn’t brought up 
that 
latter point. 
The next thing 
somebody is likely to do is com e up with 
an evaluation of a chair with regard to 
the readership of this column 
It would be my hope, of course, that it 
would fall into the wildly funny category, 
causing a com bination of bouncing, 
squirming and rolling on one’s side 
Unfortunately, the heavy usage of the 
seat and head rest area is more likely to 
be the case, because time. .

As most people know, the sixth grade 
class of Gloria Wagner at Fillm ore 
School is going to Jim m y C arter’s 
inauguration—providing they can raise 
enough money for the trip. They needed 
a couple thousand dollars more as these 
lines were being written Wednesday. 
Donors can contribute 
by g o i n g to F i r s t 
V alley Bank or to 
Fillm ore School. 
F i l l m o r e 
S c h o o l 
Principal Sonja Yates 
conceded 
Wednesday 
that donations to the 
inauguration trip fund 
were lagging, despite 
t el e phone c a l l s 
to 
parents, service clubs 
and campus organiza­ 
tions. Having com e so 
far, however, Yates, 
Wagner and the stu­ 
dents refused to give 
up 
The biggest boost 
cam e Tuesday night 
when the school board on Gail Steiger’s 
motion gave the cause $2,350. It didn’t 
come without som e effort. Trustee Jack 
Helman said he feared the granting of 
the money would open the door to other 
requests. In the end, he voted for the gift. 
Schools Supt. Clarence Bloom spoke in 
defense of the gift, although he noted he 
had brought it to the board to seek per­ 
mission for the trip and not for any 
financing. 
Bloom introduced the subject with a 
two-paragraph memo to the board: 
“If the details can be worked out, I 
would recommend that the board ap­ 
prove a trip for the sixth grade class 
from Fillmore School who is invited to 
attend the Presidential Inauguration. 
“The expenses to the school district 
will be minor, if any. This would be a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience for the stu­ 
dents. and would be a worthwhile ex­ 
perience in my judgem ent.” 
After some discussion. Steiger moved 
to provide the money. She made the gift 
contingent on the school and the students 
meeting some strict stipulations which 
will be supervised by Bloom 
The key to the whole project thus far is 
the willingness of Greyhound Bus Co., to 
reduce round trip tickets to $40 each for 
the 31 students and 11 chaperones. 
Greyhound bus driver John Patem ore 
saw an article in the newspaper telling 
about the students receiving an invita­ 
tion to go to the inauguration and he got 
his superiors to help the case with the 
reduced fare. 
Wednesday, Sonja Yates outlined the 
chronology of events that was clim axed 
by the invitation from Carter. It all 
began in August. Yates said, when she 
met teacher Gloria Wagner for the first 
time It was a session set by Yates to get 
acquainted with the staff at Fillmore 
where she was taking over as principal 
Yates said Wagner outlined her social 
studies program that focused on the 
presidential election process. It seemed 
iike a natural. In October, Wagner and 
her students sent letters and various stu­ 
dent materials on the election to both 
President Ford and P resident-elect 
Carter. 
Ford sent back a color brochure of the 
White House and thanked the students 
for their work Finally on Jan. 3 when 
Wagner and her students returned from 
winter recess, there was an invitation 
from Carter 
There was some casual remarks about 
how nice it would be to make the trip, but 
no one seriously thought at that moment 
that the trip was at all possible, Yates 
recalled Wednesday. 
Then the bolt from the blue Patem ore 
called with his offer of the reduced fare 
and that was enough to send Yates to the 
telephone She called Bloom and Wilde 
and the three of them allowed as how 
nice that was but the enormity of the 
idea kept them from accepting it as 
anyway possible. 
Things were happening, however, and 
three hours later. Yates called Bloom 
again and outlined a growing community 
and parental support for the trip. It 
wasn't even a sure thing then, however 
Bloom told the school board on Tuesday, 
“ I turned down the idea at one tim e ” 
That early opposition probably cam e 
because of the short time the students 
had in which to raise the money. 
Proponents of the trip were scurrying 
around Wednesday in a concerted effort 
to work out all the details. Rep Robert 
J Lagomarsino was reportedly securing 
inaugural tickets and helping to arrange 
White House tours.
